In looking backward along the pathwav of the Sun in I1s great 
Cycle formed bv the procession of the Equinoxes, one 1s amazed to 
hind the religious conceptions of each Age corresponding perfectly 
with the svmbolical truths of the Astral influences then mamitesting.

Peter's at Rome, in honor of Jupiter, Lord of the Fishes; or two 
cred davs, Sundav and Friday, or fisgh-day, have been reverenced 
for nearlv two thousand vears, on account of the Sun having been in 
the fishes during that time.” 

\s Pisces i- the last of the twelve s1gns, and s1gmfies the comple- 
ton of the evele of necess1tv, it Shows the perfected soul going back 
0 crucifixion in Aries, The Lamb. This 1s fitly symbolized in the 
hsherman's rv:'2 of the Pope. 

Let us see how the religious conceptions of the Age were $shapedl 
bv the Cross of Christ, formed by Pisces, Virge Sagittarius anc 
Gemint. Virgo-Mai, or Virgmn (Matter), means mother of Mer- 
curv, or Christ. 

\Eereuryv, ring the mind, 1s the Buddha in the Hindoo rehg1on ; 
and, 1n eve S other relg10n, has 1ts corresponding name, such 'as 
Rnshna and Christ, so that Mercury, mind, and Christ are svnonyv- 
mous.

This raises the question: Are not all of nature's laws conscious 
qualities? Or perhaps consciousness itself 1s the one universal law, 
of which all forces are but diftterentiations. 

Thus, from Consciousness as the center of the Universe, emanate 
Wisdom and Intelligence, Mind and Will, and the minor torces that 
produce the visible universe. We must expand somewhat, our. 
ideas, to consider the extremes of existence ; for, between the lowest 
Stratum in the mineral kingdom, and that of the most highly devel- 
oped human heing, there is an almost immeasurable gult ; but who 
knows the extent of the gulf that divides the highest evolved man

As 
the Conscious Universe 1s hmited by neither Space nor Time, and as 
Consctousness pervades every thing that exists throughout space, IT 
must he considered an unpersonal God. On the other hand, Jehoveh

being of whatever grade. Tt 1s evident that the Consctous Universe 
1s made up of innumerable parts, of which the world which environs 
man, 18 one.

The continuity of conscious existence 1s the cord upon which 1s 2 


Strung every vniverse. This Kabalistic 1dea of many previous unt- 


verses 1s found 1n the secret teachings of every ancient race. Where { 


one universe leaves off, the next begins. The causes that bring this 


about, are the resultant effects from the previous manitesta- © 
tion of Cosmos. The continuity of consctous existence was £ 


carried by the most highly evolved heings of every universe 


into the succeeding one. The new universe to be, was evolved on the 


cosmic image cr pattern created by the minds of the High and & 
Mighty Ones (denominated in the Bible as the Elohim), which we * 
will show later, were symbolized as Jupiter in Roman Mythology. 
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They struck the Key-note, or Musical-tone, for the new ©Great Life 

Cycle which key-note is the Word, the Logos of St. John's gospel, 
that brings life, creates and destroys and rebuilds again. 

The legends of Mythology picture the procession of changes and 
phenomena consequent to the unfolding of a universe within the 
body of Cosmos, and upon every sun and planet, and within man. 
Dome of 1ts characters may have been borrowed from the life 
of men on the earth, but it is more probable that they are entirely 
allegorical, subject to several special interpretations applicable to 
cosmie, $piritual, astral, terrestrial, animal and human planes of 
existence. The legends, therefore, have a connected succession 
heginning with the initial effort of the One Life at the opening of a 
Great Life Cycle. In the limits of this article we can only trace out 
a tew points in these legends as a sort of guide-mark for mystical 
Students, who once having the proper key, can work out the various 
interpretations for themselves. There 1s a co-mingling of names, 
[Roman and Greek, apphed to many characters, which leads to some 
contuson, but which must be avoided in each mind. 

The legends of Mythology properly begin with Colus (Uranus 
in the Greek), who 1s the father of Saturn, Oceanus, and Hyperion, 
by his wife Terra. Uranus 1s the son of Gza and also her husband 
by whom she gives birth to the Titans and Cyclops. The meaning 
of the nan:es. both Calus and Uranus, 1s the Heavens, the blue 
etherial expanse, and of Terra and Gwa *the goddess of the earth.” 
Nature everywhere manifests by pairs of opposites. Thus, Heaven 
and Earth are pairs of opposites, the two poles of Existence, ex- 
pressed in the compound word, Spirit-Matter. ()ecultly, matter or 
<ubstance is the womb of nature. We plant the seed in the earth, 
and it grows. Similarly with the mother in plant or animal. Spirit- 
Matter in Cosmos 1s that from which all things have come, and there- 
ſore is the Father-Mother which ever exist as the two opposttes, 
nd together as One, are the One Life which pervades the Cosmos. 
Prior to the opening of the Great Life Cycle, spirit and matter were 
at equilibrium, co-existing equally, interminghng with each other, 
and formng the symbol here nsed, of Heaven and Earth. Spit 
and consciousness, it must be understood, are svnonymous terms. 
Uranus therefore is Cosmic Consciousness, and Ga 1s Cosmic Sub- 
2tance. It would be impossible for consciousness to manifest without 
4 vehicle, and substance would be inert without a mover. Thus you 
can see in the legend how Gza is both mother and wife of Uranus, 
for in reality thev are one, and stand in the same relation to Myth- 
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ology that Kether, the Crown (also called the Ancient One, the 
Head, and EHEIFEH, the I AM), does to the Sephiroth in the Ka- 
balah, and as Brahma, unmamitested, does to the Secret Doctrine of 
the Brahmin. Uranus-Gwa stand for that state of Cosmos that 
was the store-house, or receptacle of all the beings, thoughts and 
forces, as well as the substances of preceding universes. This state 
we speak of as the Absolute, and predicate it as THAT from which 
all manifestation procecdes.

Much has heen said and written about pledge fever,” which 
every Gdisciple of the Lodge 1s more or less afflicted vith, esrectally 
during the fhirst seven vears of his probation necessary to test his 
htitness for contacting the Master forces. This fever may affect the 
disciple on anv plane of his nature, mental, moral or phvsical. The 
onset of the fever may be sudden or gradual. The whole nature may 
be set ablaze in an instant ; then, the fever may as suddenly dechne, 
the temperature hecoming normal until another set of karmic forces 
are let loose as a result of the vibrations set up by the vow to the 
Higher Selt—a pledge which must always invoke the Light to shine

SClous of a beautiful experiment. I felt a stir of forces within my 
breast not due to what the man was saying, but to the force he was 
projecting into my inner substance.

[,verything that we know or that is in existence 1s vibrating, and 


- bhecause of that vibration, is giving forth a tone, high, low, fine or 


coarse, according to the rapidity of the vibration. 

[t may be difficult for you to believe that the chair upon which 
you it 1s singing a tone to you or that a stone or your own bodies 
are making beautiful music. It 1s true, nevertheless. You may not 
have heard it, but have vou ever listened with only the ears of love * 

There was a naturalist named Trvndall who was walking with a 
[riend one dav. The Naturalist heard a shrill noise and asked what 
it was, but the friend did not hear the noise. Tyndall examined the 
things about him and found the noise came from myriads of small 
insects under their feet. Tyndall heard the noise because he was 
accustome«d to listening for such things, though the friend who was 
not a student of nature could not hear. 

Every thing and every person has a place in hte. Some are teach- 
crs in great colleges, some are working in mines or 1n lowly places, 
SOmMe are leaders of nations, and some life shows 1tselt even as a tiny 
tlower,a stone or a hird singing amoneg the leaty tree tops. 

Everything has taken its place according to this law of vibration. 
All forms, leaves, flowers, birds, people, have taken their places mm 
the world according to their manner of vibration. The stone vibrates 
Slowly and 1s rot conscious of much power, even though 1t possesses 
all power. The hird vibrates rapidly and flies through the air. 

We can learn about the laws of vibration or music through the $1x- 
pointed star that 1s here given vou. In this lesson 1t 1s marked 
differently, however, from the star in your seating diagram. It 1s 
teaching a different lesson from the one in the seating diagram. 
To-dav the star is showing us how the three strong chords, in music 
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are tormed or created. These are the hrst chords formed in music 


and they may be called the manly or larger chords. A chord in 
mus1c 1s two or more tones plaved together. In this lesson we have 
chords with three tones. If, when vou play the piano, you listen 
carefully vou will find that when certain tones are played together, 
they teel Stronger, more positive than when other chords are plaved. 
They are more as a man would speak. These are the strong or major 
chords. There are three major chords, and to-day we will learn 
ſrom the star how thev are created. 

You will notice that the star 1s made up of two triangles, f a c 

and g þ d. ach of these triangles represents a chord in music. 
ac are 1n one chord, g bh 4 are mn the other. 
[f vou will go to the piano and play the keys f a c together, and then 
& b d, vou will find the chords thev make ound well. Each tone 
and each chord stand for some quality within us; some quality 1n 
nature, some power of God. 

The chord f a c 1s the low chord of the seven note scale. It is the 
chord that rules when God lowers the vibrations of Spirit and sends 
it forth to make the flowers, hills, worlds and people. This chord 
is made on ft and represents Spirit coming forth from God, full of 
lite and love that must go out in varions forms for experience, 
Knowledge and wisdom. 

G bd is the high chord of the seven note scale and represents the 
ruling power in us after we have had our experience, have mastered 
our lower nature, and Spirit 1s on its way back to God, singing 
Glory to God 1n the Highest.” 

You will see that the high chord points up and that the low chord 
points down. 

The two triangles are joined by the line ce g. This 1s the middle 
or union chord. It contains one tone, c, from the low chord, and one 
tone, g, from the high chord, and its central tone, e, 1s the center 
of the star. This 1s why it 1s a umon chord and 1s represented in the 
Star by a straight line instead of a triangle. 

[t 1s a well-balanced chord and, hecause it 1s well balanced or at 
rest, it has a healthy, invigorating character, and it 1s a buulder. It 
is the first chord in the scale and 1t 1s the only chord upon which a 
musical composition, in this special key, can end, and sound en- 
lirely fimished. 

[t is through the heart that we come in touch with God, and it is 
through the heart that we can help others, just as the center of the 
star comes in touch with the high and low chords through the tones 


g and c. 
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There are many things in nature that correspond to the middle or 
union chord. Twilight and daybreak are good illustrations. They 
hold part of the day and part of the night, and they are times of 
great rest. They are good times for us to quiet our own thoughts, 
to Iisten for Intuition, and we will find Peace that hes at the center, 
one of God's greatest gifts to his children. 

This 1s the story of the Major Star, bright, strong, positive. In 
another lesson we will study the weak or minor star, just as beautiful, 
but very different. 

[t would be well 1t you could hear the major chords played, and 1f 
vou could sing the difterent tones. Fix them well in vour minds, 
put vour hves in tune with them, and you will be ready to learn the 
minor chords.

THE INFLUX OF SPIRIT. 


That there 1s an influx out of the spiritual world by angels and 
by s$pirits, into the affections and thoughts, it has heen given me 
to know 80 mamfestly, by the experience of now many years, that 
nothing can be more manifest. I have heen sensthle to the influx 
not only as to the thoughts, but also as to the affections; and when 
evils and falses flowed in, it was given me to know from what hells 
they came, and when goods and truths, from what angels. Hence, 
this has become $0 famihar to me, that at length I could know from 
what source every particular of my thoughts and affections were 
derived; and still they were my thoughts, as the thoughts which |] 
had had before. 


This influx 1s effected by $pirits and angels ; its order 1s such, that 
evil spirits first flow in, and that the angels dissipate those influences. 
Man does not perceive that the intlux is such, because his thought 1s 
kept in freedom by his being in equilibrium between those two 1n- 
fluxes, and because he does not attend to those things ; nor could the 
evil know if they did attend, because with them there 1s not an equih- 
brium between evil and good ; but they who are in good, are capable 
of knowing this ; they als know from the Word, that there 1s some- 
thing within, which figths against evil and the false in them, and 
that the spiritual man fights against the natural. Thus the angels, 
who are in man's interior and $piritual principles, against the evil 
spirits who are in his exterior and natural principles ; hence also the 
church is called militant. But the evil, which flows in to the thought 
from evil spirits, does not at all hurt man, if he does not receive it : 
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but 1t he receives it, and transters 1t from the thought into the will, 
he then makes it his own; and in this case he goes over to the side 
of the infernal spirit, and recedes from the angels of heaven. This 1s 
what the Lord teaches in Mark, *The things which enter into a 
man do not render him unclean, but the things which come out,  be- 
cause these latter are from the heart or the will. * * * 

\When man 1s elevated towards interior things, he comes out of 
the gross sensual lumen into a milder lumen; and at the same time 
he 1s withdrawn from the influx of scandals and defilements, and 1s 
hrought nearer to those things which are of justice and equity, be- 
cause nearer to the angels who are attendant upon him, thus nearer 
to the hght of heaven. This elevation from sensual things was 
known to the ancients, and also to the Gentiles; wherefore: their 
Sophists sar1d, that when the mind 1s withdrawn from sensual things. 
it comes into an interior hght, and at the same time into*a tranquil 
State, and into a sort of heavenly blessedness ; hence also they. drew 
a conclusion in favor ot the immortality of the soul. Man is 
capable of heing vet more interiorly elevated; and the more inter- 
1orly he 1s elevated, into 80 much the clearer I1ght does he come, and 
at length into the light of heaven, which is nothing else but wisdom 
and intelligence from the Lord. The three heavens are no other wise 
c1stinct than according to elevations towards interior things, thus 
also according to degrees of hght; as the third heaven 1s in inmost 
principles, 1t is in the greatest hight, and thus in a wisdom which 
much exceeds the wisdom of the inferior heavens. 

As 1t 1s with hight, so also 1t 1s with the heat which to man 1s vital ; 
this vital heat does not derive 1ts origin at all from the heat procee(- 
ing from the sun of this world, but from spiritual heat which 1s love, 
and proceeds from the Lord ; this heat the angels have. Hence, $0 
far as man 1s principled 1n love, so far he 1s in vital heat; the body 
nevertheless 1s in the heat of this world, and also the interior sensual 
principles, but vital heat flows into this latter heat, and vivities it. 
The case 1s the same with its purities and grossnesses as with lights. 
[t is this heat which 1s meant by the sacred fires in the Word ; 
wherefore, by those fires are there s1gnihed heavenly loves; in the 
opposite sense, 1t 1s this heat which 1s meant by the fires of hell, and 
therefore in the Word by those fires are s1gnifhed infernal loves and 
their lusts. 

A considerable part of the learned (at which the reader will be 
Surprised) are sensual ; the reason 1s, hecause they have learned the 
SClences merely for the sake of reputation, that they may be pro- 
moted to honours, and thereby to gain, but not with a view to grow 
wise; for all the sciences, which are in the learned world, are the 
means of growing wise, and also the means of hecoming insane. 
When the learned are exalted to honours, they hive more sensual 
than the simple; and in this case they beleve 1t to be the effect of 
s1mplicity to attribute any thing to the Divine Being, and not to 
prudence and nature, and the rest to chance.
